WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The Communists were report- 
. ed today to have offered a 
^compromise in the Korean 


cease-fire talks under which 
withdrawal of foreign troops 
would not be discussed until 
after an armistice. 


Indications are that this 


proposal will prove acceptable 
to the United Nations com- 
mand. 


The Reds heretofore have m- 


aisted that the issue of pulling 


* 4 foreign troops out—U.N. forces 


and Chinese Reds—should be on 
the program of armistice talks. 


Secretary of Defense Marshall, 


laying down the U.N. position, said 
yesterday the question is not a 
suitable one for consideration in 
the armistice negotiations. 


Promises Understanding 


Responsible information here is 


that under the new Communist 
offer the most the U.N. Allies 
''1 would have to undertake is a 


promise to discuss arrangements 
under which the whole foreign 
troops problem would be taken up 
later. 


This probably means that out of 


the armistice talks, or perhaps 
parallel with them, some under- 
standing will be reached for nego- 
tiations to be held among interest- 
ed governments on the political 
. issues of a permanent Korean

Provides Local Area Farmers 
Aerial View of-Good Practices

Russell Schumacher, Rt. 4, Dixon, squinted against the 


glare of the afternoon sun and looked down at the green and 
gold mosaic of his farm below the starboard wing of the trim 
little monoplane. 


The thrill that Schumacher felt then was shared Tues- 


day by at least 35 other Lee county farmers and members 
of their families on the "conservation air lift" sponsored by 
the Lee county soil conservation district. 


Reinhart Schnell, Dixon airport manager, and Dr. E. T. 


Anderson, local veterinarian, were the pilots for the air lift 
tours. The course flown by Schnell and Dr. Anderson cov- 
ered an estimated 30 miles of verdant Lee county farmland. 


The heavy green wavy lines1 


of corn growing amidst le- 
gumes in good examples of 
contour farming were seen 
throughout the county. Toy- 
sized tractors tilled the fields 
beneath the fuselage of the 
air lift plane and lilliputian 
trucks sped along the high- 
ways hauling produce to mar- 
ket. 


Many of the farmers who took 


the trips Tuesday were able to 
see their own farms from an aver- 
age altitude of 1,300 feet while 
skimming along at 120 miles an 
hour. Despite the speed a full view 
of each field was offered. 


Fly at Cost 


Cooperating with the conser- 


vation service, Schnell sold the air 
trips to interested farmers at cost. 
Many traveled in family groups 
during.the morning flights. HaroTd 
Shaeffer, Rt. 1, Dixon, took his 


wife and child along. A". S. B. 
Miller, Franklin Grove, Glenn Al- 
brecht, Amboy, and A. E. Meyer, 
Amboy, each took a son along on 
the trip. John Ankney, Rl. 3, 
Dixon, loaded his three small sons 
under the safety belts in the rear 
seat and treated them to the trip.

The action came after more than 


a year of continual friction in the 
university's college of commerce. 
It also came on the eve of a meet- 
ing of the university's board of 
trustees to consider the faculty 
row. 


The latest to resign was Everett 


E. Hagen, chairman of the eco- 
nomics department. He submitted 
his resignation July 6, but the 
letter was not made public until 
yesterday.

If West Is Wise, It Won't Try 


To Boycott Iran's Oil 


At some earlier stage, it might have been possible to set- 


tle the Anglo-Iranian oil dispute in a way satisfactory to both 
sides. But W. Averell Harriman, President Truman's special 
envoy to Teheran, is learning that kind of settlement is no 
longer likely. 


The Iranians have indeed agreed to resume talks with 


the British, but only on the understanding there will be no 
back-down on nationalizing the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. Ill 
will against Britain runs so deep that Iran is almost prepared 
to risk economic suicide to oust the company. 


The atmosphere is genuinely hysterical. Moderate men 


are prisoners of the nation's anti-British extremists. Reason 
has little chance against the emotional tide. 


Some American correspondents there feel the British 


don't realize how grim their prospects are. The time has 
passed when the Iranians would listen to better money offers 
for their oil, or anything similar. They don't even want U. S. 
economic aid if the price is yielding to Britain. 


The only question now is this: What can be salvaged, if 


anything, from a situation governed by Iran's immovable 
insistence on nationalizing its oil. 


The Iranians themselves have abandoned their original 


hopes that British technicians would stay and work for a 
national oil company. This means that, barring the unfore- 
seen, all British contact with Iranian production will end. 


Where, then, will the Iranians find the men to produce 


the oil? Given enough time—several years—they undoubt- 
edly can develop their own technicians. But it is difficult to 
imagine they will be able to maintain high level output in the 
meantime, unless they should accept help from Russia or 
its satellites.

The .Iranian leaders certainly recognize the risk of let- 


ting the bars down to the Russians in any way. But oil is 
the chief support of the Iranian economy, and in desperation 
the Iranian government might take Russian aid in preference 
to suicide.

In the light of this outlook, the British might have some 


sober second thoughts about denying all technical aid to Iran. 


No matter how it is produced, there remains the ques- 


tion of, where the oil will be sold. Up to now the West has 
provided the principal market, with Europe taking most. The 
Iranians do not believe these countries will boycott their 
oil. Indeed, they are convinbed that even if they wished to do 
so, they would be compelled ultimately by world supply con- 
ditions to buy it anyway.

The response told South that he 


had to lose one trick to an ace. 
Hence he contented himself with 
a small slam.

West opened the jack of clubs, 


and South won in his own hand 
with the ace. The only problem 
was to limit the loss m hearts to 
one trick. This could be done if 
one long diamond could be brought 
;n; otherwise it would be possible 
to lead a heart from dummy in the 
hope that East had the ace. 


Fortunately for South the dia- 


monds were not too badly divided. 
Declarer first drew two rounds of 
tramps then cashed the top dia- 
monds and ruffed a diamond. He 
rc-cntcred dummy with a trump 
to ruff another diamond. 


This cleared the suit, setting up 


dummy's last diamond. Now dc- 
claicr got to dummy with a club 
to discard a heart on the estab- 
lished jack of diamonds.

Anyway this disease is caused 


by fungi, which are considered to 
belong to the plant world. These 
fungi grow best in the damp and 
dark. They will last for some time 
on towels which are not dry or 
damp floors. 


Hence there is more likely to be 


trouble with -them in summer 
when more people use golf locker 
rooms and other athletic equip- 
ment. For the same reason in- 
fections are often spread at other 
times of the year in gymnasiums 
and indoor swimming pools. 


The fungi do not thrive in the 


absence of moisture. For this rea- 
son if one wants to avoid .infection 
the feet should be kept clean and 
dry, the socks and shoes dried and 
aired frequently, and towels should 
be completely dry and never 
shared. 


A dusting powder consisting of 


10 per cent boric acid in powdered 
talc to be used on the feet twice a 
day has also been recommended. 
This could be used in the groin 
too, especially by anyone who is 
more or I«M exposed. 


Even with precautions, nowtver. 


pearance of the skin. Occasionally 
the symptoms can be really severe. 
On the other hand the symp- 
toms can be so mild as to pass 
practically unnoticed and many 
have these fungi without -being 
aware of what is wrong. 


Beware of Self-Treatment 


There are several good treat- 


ments for dermatophytosis. It is 
however, somewhat risky to treat 
oneself. Some skin specialists have 
even told me that they had more 
trouble treating the skin of thos* 
who had worked on themselves 
than they did with the disease. A 
safe rule seems to be that one 
can try the foot powder mentioned 
for two weeks and if that does not 
do the job, help should be ob- 
tained.

It should' also be remembered 


that dermatophytosis is difficult to 
cure. The fungi may lodge in the 
nails or other hard-to-get-at places. 
Also » person can reinfect himself 
by scratching, towels, still-infected 
socks or other clothing.

American missions abroad. 


The libraries, films and news 


bulletins are practically useless in 
reaching people in the Commu- 
nist countries. Being seen using 
them would be dangerous if not 
fatal. 


Through the Curtain

through the Iron Curtain are this 
country's best hope of getting 
some 
information, 
news 
and 


American propaganda to the peo- 
ple living under'Communism. 


Still, no one can say how effect- 


ive the "Voice" is in reaching 
those people. All you can ever 
get is guesses for the obvious rea- 
son that the state department 
can't take a radio audience poll 
in Communist countries. 


For one thing, the Russians put 


;. lot of effort into jamming the 
"Voice" to keep the people behind 
the Curtain from hearing. And 
In Russia it is estimated that 
there are only 5,000,000 receiving 
sets. 


Don't Like It 


The Republicans not only don't 


like the people running the in- 
formation-propaganda progam but 
they don't like what the "Voice" 
is doing. 


For instance, Rep. Taber, New

SPRINGFIELD, (AP)—Pecking 


privilege among xvading birds dis- 
played annually at the State Fair 
keeps state fish biologists on the 
jump to see that each of the top- 
notch "fishermen" gets a square 
deal and meal. 


Pecking privilege, or peck order, 


isn't peculiar to these birds of 
the heron species. 


Floyd Kringer, biologist In 


charge of the display, says even 


the robins yield the best tree 


and the best food to the tough- 
est robin who whistles the loud- 
est. 
• • • • 


Kringer has the task of seeing 


that the least of the wading birds 
(last year it was a little green 
heron) in the cage isn't picked 
on excessively by the other six 
or eight who happen to be higher 
up in the peck order. 


The great blue heron, the egret, 


the black crowned night heron, 
and the least bittern are shown at 
the conservation exhibit each year 
to allow hunters and fishers to 
become better acquainted with 
them and their protected status. 


"Sportsmen used to think that 


any bird that took fl§h—like 
the osprey, the flshhawk, and 
these water birds—were a men- 
ace," Kringer nays. "Now they're 
coming to understand that their 
preservation 
Is necessary to 


achieve a balance in fish life." 
• • * • 


Their similar features are long 


legs for wading and eyes placed 
at an angle so that it's easy to aim 
and strike at its fish prey with 
a needle-like beak. They can also 
use the beaks destructively on 
one another in carrying out the 
peck order. 


They're gregarious, nesting In 


groups called heronries. There 
may be a* many an 15 or 20 
nests in one tree in the river 
bottom*. Kringer says they nest 
no heavily sometimes that they 
kill the trees. 
Kringer predicts that the prob- 


able king among the adult herons 
at the fair this year will be a 
great blue heron. Last year it-was 
an egret 


The adult great blue is colored 


a slate blue below its length of 
42 to 50 inches. Its white fore- 
head and top is crested with long 
plumes while its throat is streaked 
with white and rusty black. 


Kringer says there are thous- 


ands of great blue herons in Il- 
linois. You can see them beating 
their wings ^lowly in straight 
flight along watenvays and around 
lakes, their long yellow beaks 
stretched forward and their pipe- 
stem legs trailing. There are 
especially heavy concentrations in 
sloughs along the Mississippi and 
Illinois rivers.

School Reached Cage Heights in Last Four Years 


PEORIA, (AP)—The Bradley 


university basketball players in- 
volved 
m 
college basketball's 


latest fix scandal helped bring 
the Peoria school its greatest 
glory. 


Bradley leaped into the nation's 


athletic limelight during the post- 
World War II years with winning 
basketball teams that become a 
byword of sports excellence. 


Gene "Squeaky" Melchiorre, Bill 


Mann, Bud Grover and Aaron 
Preece—four whose names figured 
so ignominously in yesterday's 
bribe-taking revelations—provided 
much of the muscle that shoved 
the Braves into basketball's top 
drawer. 


All Veteran Players 


All had played four years for 


Bradley—the four years that gain- 
ed the school its greatest respect 
in collegiate sports circles. A fifth 
player who admitted taking a 
bribe from gamblers was Jim 
Kelly, a junior center, who had 
been expected to carry much of the 
load m next year's games. 
» 


Bradley, founded as Bradley In- 


stitute of Technology in 1897, has 
an enrollment now of about 3,500 
students. It has been a member 
of the Missouri Valley conference 
since 1948. 


Bradley's b a s k e t b a l l team, 


traveling throughout the nation 
and, in recent years, feared for 
its prowess, brought the college 
publicity that other activities, in- 
cluding mediocre football teams, 
could not provide. 


Basketball Pajs 


Art Bergstrom, Bradley athletic 


director, said recently, "Basket- 
ball definitely pays our freight. 
We lost money in football." 


Bradley teams hit their peak In 


the 
regime of Coach Forrest 


(Forddy) Anderson, who succeed- 
ed the late A. J. Robertson in 
1948. During his three years as 
lead coach, Anderson's Braves 
won 91 games and lost 19 against 
teams that always included the 
country's best. 


The Braves' best season was 


in 1949-50. It was then they reach- 
ed the finals of both the Na- 
tional Collegiate and the New 
York Invitational tournaments. In 
both meets, Bradley was beaten 
for the championship by City 
College of New York, one of four 
New, York schools whose players 
succumbed to the lure of bnbe 
money and plunged college sports 
into one of its blackest moments. 


Top Team In 1950 


At the end of the 1949-50 sea- 


son, Associated Press members 
sports writers and sports casters 
picked Bradley as the nation's 
top college team. 


The 1949-50 team was sparked 


by guard Mclchiorre, whose fol- 
lowing here was almost fanatical, 
and by Paul' Unruh, center named 
to the AP's All-America. Mann, 
Grover and Preece also were mem-' 
bers of the team. 


The 1949-50 team won 32 and 


lost five games. 


This last season, it was the be- 


loved "Squeaky"—a fiery, colorfu 
little 
go-getter—who led 
the 


Braves to another outstanding 
year. 


Dazzling Dribbler 


Melchiorre, 
23-year-old 
army 


veteran, is small as basketbal 
players go—5-8',£ and 172 pounds 
—but was fast and strong and a 
dazzling dribbler. He often played 
the center's pivot spot—against 
giant opponents—because of his 
all-around ability. 


Mann, although outshone slight- 


ly by Meichiorre, was considered 
by many as this last season's really 
great star. An'excellent team man 
and a dead shot—he sank almost 
half his shots from .the floor—he 
was a "money" player who came 
through when it counted. 


Preece and Grover were fire- 


brands who not only got a gooc 
share of the team's points but fed 
the ball to the others in Bradley's 
fast floor game. Preece, with Mel- 
chiorre, was the team's "spirit 
guy"' and led the team in free 
throws. 


Bradley's 1950-51 team won 32 


games and lost six, including tour- 
nament games. Melchiorre led 
season scoring with 387 points 


The school ignored the big time 


tournaments last spring and held 
its own invitational meet, which 
Syracuse won. 


University officials said at the 


time the New York scandals were 
in the country's headlines that the 
Bradley tourney was designed to 
bring basketball "back to the 
campus." They said meets like the 
one Bradley held^-away from the 
big sports centers such as Madi- 
son Square Garden in New York 
would help save basketball from 
further scandals.

Church membership rose to an 


all-time record of 55.9 per cent 
of the nation's population as mem- 
bership in various faiths increased 
3:56 per cent last year while the 
population grew only 1.67 per 
cent. 


Persons not belonging to any 


church now make up 44.1 per cent 
of the population. Fifty years ago, 
the percentage of non-members 
was 65.3. 


The Methodist church still is the 


largest Protestant denomination. 
Its membership rose 143,078 to a 
total of 8,935,647. Its membership 
gain was the second highest.

Contino Goes to - 
Jail on Charge 
Of Draft Evasion 


SAN FRANCISCO. (AP) — 


Accordionist Dick Contino, who 
got "panic claustrophobia" on 28,- 
600-acre Fort Ord, Calif., spent 
last night in a county jail cell. 


Contino, at 21 a $4.000 a week 


entertainer, entered a surprise plea 
of guilty at his draft evasion trial 
yesterday. He told Federal Judge 
Michael J. Roche, he is now ready 
to go into the army. 


"I know I can be a good soldier 


—a very good soldier," he said. 


Instead, the judge sent Contino 


to jail to await sentence Aug. 7. 


"Ever since this started I've 


felt like a lousy heel," Contino 
told the jurist. 


"This" started in April. One day 


later, Contino reported at Fort 
Ord. He quickly passed an army 
psychiatric test. Next day, he 
fled in his convertible. Arrested 
weeks later, he explained his 
flight: 


"Everything was behind a fence. 


It made me sick all over." 


Opposing Contino's jailing—the 


youth had been free on $5,000 bond 
—his psychiatrist, Dr. Percy P. 
Poliak, told the court: 


"I hate to think what will hap- 


pen to a person of this type. He 
may go completely to pieces."

Douglas (D-I11) gained some head- 
way today in a fight against two 
Chicago federal judge nominations 
made by President Truman. 


But chairman 
McGarran (D- 


Nev) said the judiciary committee 
will "proceed in the usual way" 
to consider the controversial ap- 
pointments, despite results of an 
unusual poll of Northern Illinois 
lawyers by the State Bar associa- 
tion. 


The poll seemed more favorable 


to Douglas' candidates than to the 
president's selections.
